had dropped the idea of subsidizing cotton for export. 
In the face of falling exports and weak cotton 
prices, the nations cotton farmers now .seem likely to 
plant about one million more acres than they did 
last year, according to C. C. Sm ith, vicp president of 
a Memphis bank which handles a very large percent­ 
age of the country’s cotton crop. 
This increase in 
acreage is despite a request from Secretary Benson 
for a voluntary reduction of 18 per cent in cotton 
acreage. 


The result could be 
according to the Memphis 
banker, a crop of from 15 million to 15'4 million 
bales, ‘ greatly in excess of prospective consumption 
and exports.” That would mean, in turn, price sup­ 
ports for cotton this year of from n 4 of a cent to 2 
cents a pound above 1952 levels 
or the highest on 
record. Tile government now holds $32 million worth 
of cotton, has extended loans on $250 million more 
Benson would then have to impose acreage control- 


for 1954. 


At the same time. agricultural imports are posing 
problems for the adm inistration and for < ongress

Ike s Brother-in-Law Has Hectic Business Career; Ex-War Crimes Prosecutor 


Welcomed By Japanese; Istanbul Mayor Discovers Unique Cure For Drunks 


W ASHINGTON 
No one In Wash­ 
ington 
has 
had 
more 
ups 
and 
downs during the la*! 14 months 
than President Eisenhower s bro­ 
ther-in-law’, Lt. Col. Gordon Moore, 
U. S. Army, retired. 


His ups and downs are unique 
even 
in 
Washington'* 
unstable 
society. But as of today his “ ups * 
far exceed his "downs,” and as 
brother-in-law Ike climbed to the 
peaks, Colonel Moore was mount­ 
ing the hills.

0. Roy Chalk, head of the newly

J\ir Transport Association, offered 
Colonel 
Moore 
a 
$6,500-per-year 
job He accepted at once. 
Chalk 
assigned 
the colonel 
to 
handle the association's relations 
with tho Pentagon, also public re­ 
lations 
of 
the 
Association s 
17 
member airlines. 
Chalk’s 
selection 
of 
Colonel 
Moore was not exactly an accident. 
He had been thoroughly briefed on 
Moores 
relationship to 
Ike and 
had handpicked the colonel over 
the association's other candidate, 
Map Gen. Henry B. Sayler, U S A , 
it. t. 
At this |xunt General Eisenhower 
was still in Paris and even such 
supporters as Sen 
Henry Cabot 
Lodge were on tenterhooks as to 


whi thee he would return in time to 
give battle to Senator Taft for the 
Republican nomination. 


Then suddenly without warning, 
on April 23. 1952 — two months 
after he was hired -Colonel Moore 
was fired.

notice from Ben B. Edwards, man­ 
aging director of the M ilitary Air 
Transport 
Association, 
informing 
him that he and the other employes 
in the public relations office were 
fired with two weeks pay. 


Within a couple of days, how­ 
ever, Colonel Moore w,.s n 'bred 
at the insistence of the associa­ 
tion s “ Ike Will W in” faction led 
by Rov Chalk. 
A 
few 
weeks 
passed, 
Tufts 
strength seemed to be growing. To 
m a n y association members, Taft 
was certain to get the nomination. 
Again, 
with 
equal 
abruptness, 
Colonel Moore was fired 
By now the Republican conven­ 
tion was only a few days away and 
the astute Roy Chalk retained Col­ 
onel Moor** for another job. 
He 
became Washington representative 
of Chalk's own airline — Trans- 
Car ibbean. 
Millionaire Chalk had not, how­ 
ever. put all his eggs in one politi- 
eal backet. Only a few months pre­ 
vious he had al o induced the in­ 
dependent M ilitary Air Transport 
Association to buv a thousand-dol­ 
lar table at the Democrats’ Jeffer­ 
son-.] a c k >on Day dinner. 
Full of hope. Chalk and Colonel 
Moore went 
lo Chicago for the 
Republican convention. 
Ike won. And Chalk, who had 
bet on the right horse, was only too 
happy to pick up the hotel bill for 
the brother-in-law of the winner. 


Inside Washington 


W A S H I N G T O N — So-called 
“ special interest” groups are be­ 
sieging the House Ways and Means 
Committee with demands for re­ 
peal of this or that excise tax. So 
far, the movie theater owners are 
the only group to make any head­ 
way. The committee will open hear­ 
ings soon on a bill which would 
repeal the 20 per cent excise levy 
on movie admissions. 
Meanwhile, 
o t h e r 
industries 
whose product is luxury-taxed arc 
complaining bitterly that they’ve 
golten nowhere. These include own­ 
ers of baseball clubs, fountain pen 
manufacturers, 
liquor 
firms, 
fur 
coat 
makers, and 
many others. 
They want to know why theater 
operators have received what aj>- 
pears to be preferential treatment. 
However, the bill to repeal movie 
admission excises is far from pas­ 
sage, For one thing, the admin­ 
istration opposes it, feeling that 
excises are a vita! source of rev­ 
enue which must be continued.

A C O P Congress is trying to st I 
a Republican President of some of 
his powers. Political observers are 
puzzled by this development, which 
threatens to bring President Eisen­ 
hower into conflict with GOP-con- 
trolled bodies on Capitol Hill. 
In three important instances. Re­ 
publicans have tried to clip the 
President's authority. In ,one. the 
reorganization of executive agen­ 
cies, the administration won out. 
The other two are still pending. 
They involve attempts by CO P 
legislators to curb the President’s 
treaty-making 
powers 
and 
his 
authority to pass upon tariff revis­ 
ions. 
iii both instances, administration 


officials are making a determined 
effort on behalf of the President to 
block the proposals. 


The most serious challenge to the 
President's authority is post'd in 
a resolution sponsored by 64 sen­ 
ators for a constitutional amend­ 
ment restricting the chief executive 
in his authority to make treaties.

Education and Welfare with cab­ 
inet rank, budget cuts worked out 
bv executive departments, and the 
administration’s 
stiffened

policy — among numerous other 
things.

In answer, the D e m o c r a t s 
dredged up a quotation from—of all 
people G G P Senate Leader Robert 
A. Taft, who said recently: “ Some 
progress has been made, but it 
seems slow and will seem to be 
slower in the future.” 
The Democrats added that nearly 
all the criticism of President Eisen­ 
hower has come from Republicans 
and that his main support has come 
from their own ranks. 
On the basis of the claims and 
the reply, Mr. Eisenhower would 
appear to be almost politically im­ 
pregnable as of this springtime, 
1933.

And just recently. Pan American 
Airways, the biggest in the bust* 
ness and the most expert at lobby­ 
ing, was making attractive over­ 
tures in his direction. 
Mar (rim es Prosecutor 
It isn t often that a man who 
sends other people to jail is wel­ 
comed later by those he jailed. 
However, such a tribute has just 
been paid to Joseph B. Keenan, 
former No. 2 man in the Justice 
Department and former U. S. war 
crimes prosecutor in Japan.

those days. 
Whether 
Shigemitsu 
is 
pro- 
American or not happens to be of 
great importance these days. for 
he 
m a y bi' the next premier of 
Japan -if Prem ier Yoshida fails of 
re-election this month. 
Significantly. 
Shigemitsu 
re­ 
ceived Keenan without bitterness, 
said he felt Japan's only course 
was with the United States. 
La (manila Of Turkey 
Bouncing Mayor Fahrettin Kerin 
Gokay of 
Istanbul 
bounced 
into 
Washington the other day. 
then 
bounced on to Chicago and the 
West Coast to attend various med­ 
ical conventions. 
Mayor Gokay, sometimes called 
the La Guardia of Turkey, has the 
same dynamic energy as the late 
mayor of New York and the same 
reputation for honestly. But Mayor 
Goka.v go O' La Guardia one better. 
Ile is a doctor, is in the United 
States to inert various psychiatric 
experts. 
Furthermore, 
Mayor Gokay, a 
teetotaler 
himself—most 
Moham­ 
medans are—doesn’t believe in let­ 
ting drunks litter up the streets of 
Istanbul. So when a man is arrest­ 
ed for drunkenness, he is given an 
injection which makes the patient 
deathly ill if he ever drinks again.

The Mysterious Peace 


Unless the fighting in Korea is a 
war, it cannot end in a peace. 
That is undoubtedly the difficulty 
that the various statesmen face. 
Also, if the two principals in all 
this are not the United States and 
Soviet Russia, who are they? If 
North Korea is one of the prin­ 
cipals. why is not South Korea the 
other? 
Like so much else that has been 
happening in our world since 1938, 


nothing ever comes out mathemat­ 


ically. For instance, the European 


war started in 1-939. because Ger­ 


m a n y , assisted by Russia, violated 


the territorial sovereignty of Pol­ 


and, and a few treaties as well. 
When the war was ostensibly over, 
Soviet Russia owned Poland, which 
had 
practically ceased to be a 
sovereign country. At Potsdam, it 
was agreed that a number of coun­ 
tries 
that 
had 
been 
“ liberated'’ 
from the Germans were to estab­ 
lish 
governments of 
their 
own 
choice 
by “ democratic 
means. 
This has not happened. 


Instead. these countries were 
conquered, as though by war. 
bv Russia. Yet. the Russians 
are members of the I nited Na­ 
tions as a “ peace-loving coun­ 
try.” while Spain and Ireland. 
which conquered no peoples, 
are excluded from the I nited 
Nations Nationalist ( hina. the 
recognized government of that 
country since 1927, fought J a ­ 
pan since 1931. our ally since 
1911. has been driven off the 
Asiatic continent through the 
errors of judgment and meth­ 
ods of General George Mar­ 
shall and has been forced to 
take refuge on the Island of 
Formosa: yet Marshall is ex­ 
tolled and honored by being 
appointed to represent our na­ 
tion at the coronation of Queen 
Elizabeth. 
Rut General Mac* 
\rthur. who heroically fought 
in the field in Asia. lives in re­ 
tirement. selling electric razors 
and typewriters. 


This topsy-turvyism finds G corgi 
Malenkov proposing a peace, de­ 
signed not to establish universal 
peace, or even 
the coexistence 
about which the Russians speak so 
freely, as though it were a respite 
for us from death, but rather to 
separate us from our allies and to 
isolate the United States from all 
the countries we have been aiding 
to the amount of about $100,000,- 
000.000 of the

American people. And some of our 
allies would prefer to be separated 
because thev want trade, not aid.

Once Germany had been 
defeated and disarmed. Russia 
became naturally the leading 
power in that part of Europe. 
It would have required a war 
to prevent the USSR from reap­ 
ing this gain, as it would now 
require a war to expel her from 
Eastern Europe.” 


While this is a correct view, it 
is notable that Bernard speaks cf 
“ Russia’s victory over Germany ” 
This is a characteristic European 
point of view. as though the Unit­ 
ed States were never in the Euro­ 
pean war at a1!.

W ASHINGTON—President Eisen­ 
hower. in a historic speech heard 
'round the glob*', brought back to 
the world of today the principles 
of the Atlantic Charter of yesterday 
— the pact signed in January 1942 
by

governments of the world pledging 
to all fieoples the right to choose 
their own form of government. 


This charter was the basis of the 
war aims of World War IL It was 
directed at the totalitarian regime 
of Hitler, but it applied as well to 
dictatorships of the future.

“ Third, they resjiect the right of 
all peoples to choose the form of 
government under which they will 
live; and they wish lo see sovereign 
rights and self-government restored 
to those who have been forcibly 
deprived of them.” 
The President has marked out 
the issue for the leaders of the 
Soviet Union to see clearly. 
He 
reminds them pointedly of the facts 
of life in Eastern Europe, where 
small nations have been deprived 
of the right of self-government. He 
calls for “ a free and united Ger­ 
many with a government based 
upon a free and secret ballot.” 
As for Asia. Mr. Eisenhower dis­
